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THIRTY HOUSES, ONE SCHOOL 


You probably saw in last week’s 
JOURNAL some photographs of the new 
designs for the LCC’s comprehensive 
secondary schools. I have only been 
abie to give them a cursory examina- 
tion but they would appear to be 
excellent: at least from a design 
standpoint. What the educationalist 
may think is, of course, a different 
matter. I cannot praise too highly the 
tremendous progress in architectural 
standards which the LCC is making, 
under the direction of the Architect to 
the Council, Robert H. Matthew, 
within the space of a few years. The 
Schools Architect, S. Howard, the 
Assistant Schools Architect, F. G. 
West and Principal Assistant, K. J. 
Campbell are to be congratulated on 
their efforts. 


-The schools, with over two thousand 
pupils, are terrifyingly large, and it 
will be interesting to discover from the 
plans, some of which are to be pub- 
lished shortly in the JouRNAL, what has 
been accomplished in the reduction of 
circulation space, and in the attempt to 
ensure that children do not feel lost in 
such a large community. The inten- 
tion is to introduce the “ house ” 
system, as in public schools, so that 
the children will be grouped into small 
units containing children of varying 
ages. In the public school, of course, 
the house is not just a name but a 
building as well. Just how much atten- 
tion has been paid to providing this 
physical centre (the house) will, no 
doubt, be revealed in the plans. I 
suspect, I hope incorrectly, not enough. 


* 


I also dislike the combining of all 
cloakroom, lavatory and wc accom- 
modation into one area, as I saw in 
at least one plan. Indeed, I believe 
the MOE discourages this kind of 
planning. Such a battery of plumbing 
and coat hooks is a depressing entry 
to a school for any child, and inevitably 
tends to cause mob behaviour. But 
perhaps, with the tremendous problem 
of congested sites, the LCC Schools 
Division can find no other solution. 


NEW WAYS 

New Ways of Building,* which was 
originally conceived as a_ sort of 
refresher course for people who had 
missed war-time developments, has 
now been brought up to date and pub- 
lished in a revised edition.

THE DESTROYER DESTROYED 

Was it right or wrong to pull down 
the wings that James Wyatt added to 
Lord Burlington’s villa at Chiswick? 
Those for whom Wyatt is still “ the 
Destroyer,” who did his best to spoil 
a number of cathedrals by clearing 
them of what he considered unsightly 
accretions, no doubt feel that justice 
has at last been done. But leaving 
aside the eye-for-an-eye aspect of the 
affair, I confess that I find it hard to 
make up my mind. 


On the one hand there are those who 
vay that Wyatt’s wings overpowered 
the central block, designed by Burling- 
ton himself, and made it impossible to 
appreciate its compact, cube-like 
quality. I am sure they are right. On 
the other hand, there are those who say 
that nothing as good as the Wyatt 
wings has ever been pulled down with- 
out people regretting it sooner or later. 
And I am sure they are right, too.

Anyhow, the wings have now gone, 
as I found when I visited Chiswick 
recently. It is not possible, as yet, to 
appreciate what has been gained; for 
the house is still thick with the scaffold- 
ing of MOW, who have a big job of 
restoration and repairs in hand. I was

There has also been much planting of 
chicken-wire.

COLESHILL FOR CULTURE? 

What is to happen to Coleshill? This 
grand old house, built, as you have 
no doubt forgotten, by Sir George 
Pratt in 1650—probably with advice 
from Inigo Jones—stands well pre- 
served and quite unmutilated, inhabited 
only by a caretaker and his wife. At 
different times the seat of the Pratts, 
the  Pleydell-Bouveries and the 
Radnors, it is now owned by a Mr. 
Cook, an ageing man of wealth. 
There has been a rumour of his hand- 
ing it over to the National Trust, but 
the NT itself says that it knows 
nothing of this plan. Recently, how- 
ever, Coleshill has been generously 
offered rent free as accommodation for 
a residential school of the Royal Col- 
lege of Art. 

1 cannot think of a better way of 
using the place.

This charming prospect of Coleshill, Berkshire, may 
become an everyday sight for fifty students of art and 
design. The house has been offered rent free as a 
residential country school to the Royal College of Art, 
but funds are needed to adapt and maintain the place 
for that purpose. Coleshill has often been attributed to 
Inigo Jones but the designer was, in fact, Sir George Pratt, 
an amateur architect of conscience and skill. Inigo Jones, 
a friend of Pratt, visited the place when it was being 
built in 1650 and probably gave his suggestions and 
advice. However that may be, Coleshill, with its bold

chimneys, careful proportions and meticulous details, is 
not slavishly Palladian but has an English strength and 
individuality all its own.

ASTRAGAL 
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'PRESERVATION MANIA (II) 


In last week’s JourNAL we described, very briefly, the history 
'of the preservation of buildings and monuments in this 
country. A startling factor was that only comparatively recently 
has there been legislation for preservation. ‘The last seventy 
years contains it all, and the last dozen has produced the 
/most extreme results of this, now popular, demand. We are 
“now engaged, albeit all too slowly, in the task of listing build- 
| 


'ings which, in the opinion of experts, are of outstanding: 
national importance. Readers will be familiar with the three 
grades into which these buildings are being put. The first 
two grades contain the architectural cream of this country. 
The third, or supplementary, list contains those buildings 
_ which local authorities are advised as being worthy of preserva- 
tion if possible. 
| Now, in the six years which have elapsed since the Act ordering 
_the compilation of these lists was passed, less than one quarter 
'of them has been prepared. Today, about sixteen thousand 
‘six hundred buildings have been graded as being worthy of 
preservation. The total number is, therefore, likely to be 
somewhere in the region of seventy to eighty thousand build- 
ings. (This total does not include the much larger number of 
buildings in the third grade.) But, if the present slow rate 
of listing is adhered to, we will not know the exact total for 
about another twenty years. No one will disparage the efforts 
of those concerned, with diminishing staff, to compile these 
lists, but the melancholy fact remains that, if we are to plan 
for their preservation, the sooner we know the size of the 
problem the more chance there is of finding a solution. To 
wait ten years would be bad enough; to have to wait twenty 
may be disastrous. 
Further to our problem, to this impressive total of seventy 
thousand odd we have to add the considerable number of 
cathedrals and parish churches which we have in this country. 
They are, at the moment, cared for by the Church authorities. 
Nevertheless, in a national plan for preservation they will 
have to be included because, irrespective of who maintains 
them, the labour and materials needed for their preservation 
will have to come from the same source. 
The total number of buildings which should be preserved will, 
therefore, be seen to be an impressively large one. The same 
number of three-bedroom houses would probably demand, 
/at present day prices, about a million pounds a year for 
) How much more would be needed 
to maintain these other buildings, which, besides being each 
very much larger in size than a three-bedroom house, would 
need vastly more expensive materials with which to repair 
them and the most expensive, highly skilled labour! While so 
_many of these buildings are in private hands, or in the care of 
the Church, the State and the taxpayer would not be affected. 
But rising costs of building repairs and dwindling incomes 
‘ would suggest that public support, in part, at any rate, will 
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not be far off. 
to be considered from a national standpoint because these old 
buildings, as they gently crumble, will make greater and 
greater demands on our scarce supplies of labour and materials. 
In brief, if the desire to preserve this massive slice of our past 
architecture is maintained (and it should be borne in mind that 
if it has only grown in the public conscience during the last 
seventy years, the next seventy may see the end of it), then 
we cannot begin to study the whole problem too soon. If it 
takes so many years to complete the listing of the whole 
country, could not a limited area be completed at once, and 
used as a sample from which a fair estimate of the total problem 
involved could be made ? 


quarrel with your statement of the necessity 
for co-operation between builder and archi- 
tect. May I, in my turn, emphasize that 
these two gentlemen should co-operate with 
sub-contractors, particularly those nominated. 
I do not see how otherwise the builder can 
prepare a successful progress chart and, 
indeed, I think it doubtful whether in many 
cases the architect can successfully prepare 
drawings in ‘such detail as is now suggested 
to be necessary without consultation with the 
specialist sub-contractor.

anyone could explain why it should work in these days of ‘‘ intimate” performances.

The Architect and 
Current Affairs 


When M. Victor Bure, the Director- 
General of Town Planning in the Belgian 
Ministry of Works, was in London recently, 
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he discussed both rent restriction and plan- 
ning legislation in his own country. I have 
already reported his account of Belgium's 
rent restriction legislation. His survey of 
planning is also worth attention. 


CONTROL OF LAND USE 


The Belgian legislative code, like English 
law, starts with the premise that a man 
can do with his own property anything that 
the law does not specifically forbid; again, 
as in this country, there are now a con- 
siderable. and increasing, number of things 
which the law does forbid, and the control 
of land use is one form of that restrictive 
tendency. But whereas in Belgium, an 
owner of land is not entitled to compensa- 
tion from the public funds in respect of 
any restriction put upon his ownership. 
though he is entitled to compensation based 
upon the full market value of his property 
if it is compulsorily acquired, neither of 
these propositions holds good in Britain. 
There can be a right to compensation when 
a limitation of use is imposed. The owners 
of many holdings of land are not entitled 
to full compensation on compulsory acqui- 
sition, for they are deprived of the increased 
value obtainable when a property is sold 
with vacant possession and all have lost 
any increase in value. This is tantamount 
to saying that post-1948 values are less than 
they would have been had the 1947 Act 
not been passed—attributable either to 
permission to change the use of 
land or to the possibility of a change 
in the use of land. It is interesting to 
contrast the state of affairs in Belgium ‘with 
that existing here. particularly in the light 
of the recent published MOLGP Survey of 
Town and Country Planning between 1943 
and 1951, which appeared some weeks ago 
as a White Paper (Cmd. 8204).

THE RIGHT TO OWN PROPERTY 


M. Bure believes in the need to plan: 
obviously he must, otherwise he would have 
little interest in his appointment. But he 
believes, too, in the importance of the right 
to own property. After referring to the 
social changes of the last 150 years, he said: 
* But this phenomenon has modified nothing 
in the actual essence of property rights. 
The sea can clowly wear down a rock. 
It does not change the substance of the rock. 
Between the sea and dynamite, the rock does 
not hesitate. It prefers the sea.” It is such 
an expression of faith that is lacking in the 
ministry’s White Paper. Perhaps ministries 
should not have such faith; but govern- 
ments should. They should believe in one 
thing or the other. If they abhor the use 
of dynamite and are content to rely on the 
tides, they should not mix an occasional 
shot of sulphuric acid with the sea-water. 


IS DEVELOPMENT CHARGE A 


BRAKE? 
It is in this aspect of planning, and all 
that is involved in it, that the White Paper 


is the most disappointing. It claims, rightly 
enough, that the 1947 Act’s development 
charge provisions has not hindered develop- 
ment, for over the last six years the exist- 
ing supplies of building labour and material 
have been fully employed. (This is not, 
perhaps, the same as being fully used.) But 
that contention begs an important question; 
might not the development charge act as 
a brake when there is a chance to use more 
men and material on construction? The 
White Paper claims, too. that enough land 
for 100.000 houses has been freed from 
development charge under the “ dead-ripe ” 
provisions of the Act. Yet this argument 
contains the inconsistency that, if the 
development charge plays no part at all in 
the prospect of development, the amount 
of dead-ripe land freed from the charge is 
quite irrelevant. And the White Paper 
continues with a list of what has been done 
in planning since 1943—National Parks. 
New Towns and so on. “A modest enough 
beginning,” it says, but “ at least evidence 
of a new approach and determination.” 
New approach, certainly, but where is the 
determination? 


CONCILIATION BY COMPROMISE 


The White Paper leaves me with a slight 
feeling of exasperation. The ministry 
claims to have a community outlook. ‘This 
survey deals fully and fairly with all the 
the particular problems the ministry has 
been called upon to answer, from War Office 
training grounds to new power stations at 
Bankside and Durham. It contains 
evidence that the ministry is acutely aware 
that it has been cast in the rdle of con- 
ciliator, not leader, and that it must, there- 
fore, above all things be conciliatory. But 
it seems to have accepted the proposition 
that a community view is the equivalent of 
a committee view, that every possible 
interest must be consulted and that the best 
solution is the compromise that leaves the 


greatest number of people mutely 
acquiescent. The result seems to be that 
urgency, the need to make a start now, 


becomes something of a fly in the oint- 
ment, “ The need to earn dollars today,” 
the report says, “ may gravely complicate 
a scheme of redevelopment tomorrow? ’ 
Does anyone in the ministry ever put it 
the other way? If the dollars are not earned 
today, there will be no scheme of develop- 
ment tomorrow. 

At least M. Bure has a solid principle to 
give a lodestar to his thoughts. He believes 
that the individual proprietor of land has 
something positive to contribute to society 
and that society will lose if that particular 
rock is dynamited. In what positive prin- 
ciple or thing does our ‘own ministry 
believe? 
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EXHIBITION 


IN NORTHERN TRELAND 


This Ulster FOB exhibition (open until 
August 31) displc"ys the unique achieve- 
ments of Ulster’s farms and factories. 
It sums up the work which has been 
accomplished and suggests the pattern of 
future progress. The entire exhibition has 
been staged on 4 acres, in and around a 
new factory at Castlereagh, Belfast. The 
co-ordinating designer was W. M. de 
Majo, and the designer of outdoor exhibits 
and the new farm, H. Lynch-Robinson. 
After the Festival, the factory, which was 
designed by R. Ferguson and S. Mcllveen, 
for the Government of Northern Ireland, 
will be available for industrial use. The 
height of the display area is only 12-ft. 
from the floor to a valarium stretched on 
wires beneath a north-light factory roof. 
The photo, top left, shows™ the factory 
with special entrance and outside decora- 
tions designed by W. M. de Majo. On 
the roof is a vertical metal tower, 50-ft. 
high, recalling the Skylon. Below is a

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FLOOR FINISHES | CEMENT/RUBBER-LATEX 
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19.Z1 CEMENT,RUBBER-LATEX FLOORING : 


This Sheet deals with cement/rubber-latex flooring 
and skirtings and illustrates their application to 
concrete, wood and metal floors. 


.Characteristics 


Cement/rubber-latex flooring is jointless, resilient, 
immune to rising damp, non-dusting and easily 
maintained. 


Material 


The flooring consists of rubber-latex emulsion, 
cement and pigment incorporated with an aggregate 
of one or more of the following : marble chippings, 
granite or other similar natural stone, silica and 
natural stone sand, granulated cork, vulcanised 
rubber, hardwood chippings and wood flour. 


Thickness 


The usual thickness is } in., but greater thicknesses 
which give longer life and increased resilience can be 
laid for special purposes. 


Colours and Patterns 


The material is usually supplied in plain colours, e.g: 
red, green, blue or brown. 


Types of Sub-Floor 


Cement/rubber-latex flooring is normally laid on 
concrete or metal sub-floors. Generally wood sub- 
floors are unsuitable, but where these exist the notes 
below dealing with the surface preparation of the 
sub-floor should be carefully observed. 


Preparation of Surfaces 


Under normal conditions the flooring may be used 
, on concrete floors in direct contact with the ground 
without a damp-proof membrane, but in damp 
situations failure of the floor may occur through 
inadequate adhesion. Expert advice should be 
obtained before laying floors under these conditions. 
Concrete sub-floors: These should be structurally 
sound and the surface level and reasonably smooth. 
Where the sub-floor is finished with a screed laid as 
a separate application this should be not less than 
1 in. thick. The concrete or screed should be clean, 
free from laitance and finished with a steel or hard- 
wood float; the hardened base should be washed 
down and the surplus water removed. The flooring 
mix should be applied while the base is still damp 
but not wet. 
Wood sub-floors: Only thoroughly sound, rigid and 
adequately ventilated wood floors can be considered. 
Paint, varnish or wax should be removed from the 
surface and the sub-floor coated with a thin priming 
coat of latex and cement, without aggregate, applied 
with a steel trowel. 4 in. to 1 in. wire mesh rein- 
forcement should be secured at 6 in. centres over the 


GENERAL DATA, LAYING AND FIXING 
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priming coat and the flooring mix laid as soon as the 
priming coat has dried. 

Metal sub-floors: The surface should be clean and 
free from rust, dust, dirt or oil. The minimum 
thickness of the flooring at any point should be 
adequate for the particular application and this 
thickness should be maintained over any laps in the 
plating. (See detail.) 

Other solid floors: Granolithic, terrazzo and stone 
floors are suitable, but magnesite and asphalt are not 
recommended. 


Laying 


Laying should not be commenced until all other 
building operations (except final painting and decor- 
ating) have, as far as possible, been completed. The 
material should be laid within half an hour of the 
time of mixing and any surplus not used within that 
period should be discarded. 


Finishing 


The surface may be steel trowel finished or it may be 
buffed to expose the aggregate only. Where a buffed 
finish is required a time interval of seven days mini- 
mum, during which the premises should not be 
occupied, should be allowed for the flooring to set 
and harden. 


Skirtings 


Six types of skirting treatment are illustrated on the 
face of this Sheet. The skirtings may be formed 
from the flooring material; alternatively, wood, 
metal or rubber skirtings may be used. 


Maintenance 


The flooring should be washed regularly with warm 
water and soap. Scrubbing and the use of abrasive 
powders is not advisable. For polishing cement/ 
tubber-latex floors a polish of the water emulsion 
type is recommended. 


Applications 


The properties of cement/rubber-latex flooring may be 
varied by the volume and type of aggregate in the 
mix to give a flooring suitable for a wide range of 
purposes: } in. thick material is suitable for domestic 
use, public buildings, offices, light factories, etc.

The farm is the focal point in the chief display of agriculture in the Festival of Britain. Agriculture is 
Northern Ireland’s largest and most important industry, employing a quarter of her population. The 
buildings have been designed for a holding of about 4o acres: the average size of Ulster farms. They 
are equipped for, and contain, dairy cows, calves, pigs, poultry and the implements needed for small-scale 
arable farming. The layout is compact, but if the buildings were extended each section would remain 
easily accessible. A farmhouse of unusual design has been erected close to the main buildings. The 
kitchen and living room, together with the bedrooms, are on the first floor. Below is a general view 
looking north from the summer-house.

PLAN.—As far as possible, and where desirable, the 
buildings are arranged as one complete unit and not 
as separate structures. A minimum of external 
walling is used. Animals can be tended under cover 
and the feeding house, hay shed, etc., can be 
approached without going outside. Ventilation and 
light are not sacrificed by this layout. There is 
direct access from the feeding house to the cow 
byre, calf house, loose-box, hen house and piggery. 
These sections are designed to face south-east to 
get the maximum amount of light and sun. The iso- 
lation box and storage sheds are on the north side 
of the farm buildings off the main traffic route, 
The isolation box is placed near to the farmhouse, 


so that sick animals may be tended quickly at night.

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CONSTRUCTION.—Materials which normally 
would not be used have been employed for their 


high salvage value when the exhibit is dismantled. 


For example, the farmyard has a surface of concrete

yflags, laid on hardcore, where mass concrete or 


asphalt would be more suitable for agricultura, 
purposes. Also because of this, I1-in. cavity walls 
have been dispensed with in favour of a lighter 
construction. Walls generally are of 4}-in. concrete 
block in lime mortar; 9-in. concrete block where 
walls rise above 10-ft. in height. The silo is of 9-in. 
interlocking concrete blocks. The north-west front 
wall of the dairy is constructed of 15-in. field

Its thickness ensures a cool atmosphere for the milk 
within. All the buildings have been designed to 
take standard steel window casements. Roofs 
generally are covered with asbestos cavity decking 
units, made to a standard 8-ft. span. They are laid 
to a single pitch supported on light steel joists. 
Advantage is taken of the unsupported cantilevering 
effects of this roof construction to provide eaves along 
the south-east side of the stock houses, to shield the 
animals from glare, and also to shelter one-third 
of the pig yards. The hay shed has a barrel roof 
of corrugated iron in four short sections placed 
side to side. (In a permanent shed these sections 
would be longer.) For the dairy roof precast hollow 
concrete units, laid flat with 2-in. fire-resistant wood- 
wool slabs below waterproofing to ensure freedom 
from condensation, have been used. Lantern lights 
are provided to carry off steam and give a uniformly 
lighted interior. Concrete floors are laid to all 
animal houses and sheds and provided with the 
necessary falls to ensure proper drainage. The 
horizontal felt sandwich damp-proof courses are 
included in the floors of the cow byre, piggery, 
potato store and fertiliser store. All floors are 
hardened with patent solution after laying to prevent 
dusting and surface erosion. The buildings are 
designed throughout to reduce the risk of entry of 
vermin. The bottoms of all doors are fitted extern- 
ally with .;-in. by 18-in. high rat-plates. All 
exits from gullies and the manure channel have 
-in. square gratings and all louvres and ventilators 
a 3-in. wire mesh. As far as possible the buildings 


are of fire-proof construction. 


INDIVIDUAL BUILDINGS.—The feeding-house 
has a loft for the storage of meals and grain. There 
is a hoist for taking up supplies, and a chute leading 
to a mixing area on the floor of the house. The 
silos are of the tower and trench type. The tower 
silo is 12-ft. in diameter and 35-ft. high, with sufficient 
foundations to enable its height to be increased later. 
It has a cat-ladder and shutters at intervals inside 
the shoot, to enable the silage to be removed easily 
as the level decreases. The cow-byre, calf house 
and loose box are designed as one range of buildings. 
The louvres over the windows and the low level 
ventilators along the feeding passage ensure proper 
cross-ventilation. Additional daylight is provided 
at a high level along the wall of the passage. The 
manure channel, which runs continuously through 
the buildings, is fitted with a flush cock at the high 
end for ease of cleaning. A two-way sluice at the 
low end allows the flushing water to run to the drains 
when the channel is being cleared, and the urine to 
the liquid manure tank when in normal use. The 
stall divisions and feeding troughs are precast con- 
crete with a fine finish. The feeding troughs are 
fitted with enamelled cast iron drinking bowls, 
Tubular metal tie yolks are used. The dairy floor is 
graded to an open channel which runs below the 
wash tanks in the scullery. From a 3-ft. high 
platform the milk can be poured direct into the cooler- 
At the exit door there is a 2-ft. high platform to 
facilitate the loading of milk crates into a van. 
Empty bottles are taken off at the same loading bay. 
The piggery is of the pen and open yard type. 


Side walls project to give additional shelter. The 
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pen has 6-ft. of headroom at the lowest part to 
facilitate cleaning. The floor of the pen is raised 
6-in. above that of the yards and falls to an open 
channel outside. The pen railings are of tubular 
The dung- 
stead consists of a pit of 2-ft. average depth below 
There 


is a barrow ramp and platform at the deep end for 


framing with bull-wire mesh infillings. 


ground level with 3-ft. dwarf walls above. 
tipping the dung. A tractor ramp leads out of the 
shallow end. The floor of the pit falls in three 
directions to a channel connected to the liquid 


manure tank below. 


FINISHES.—Walls are colour washed externally 
and whitewashed internally. There is a 12-in. 
tarred plinth at the base of all walls, internally and 
externally.

FARMHOUSE. The kitchen and living-room 
are on the first floor and can be approached by either 
the internal or external staircases. From the living- 
room and balcony the farmer commands an uninter- 
rupted view of the farm buildings and surrounding 
fields. The open space on the ground floor beneath 
can be used as a garage. The house is connected 
to the farm buildings by an open covered way. 
The roof is of asbestos cavity decking laid to a double 
pitch to provide storage in the roof space, additional 
insulation and accommodation for a water tank. 
The kitchen is divided from the living room only by 
a wing wall. It has fitted cupboards and storage 
cabinets along all wall surfaces and built-in sinks. 
Three small windows give light to the working area 
on the south side. Floor to ceiling glazing in the 
south and east walls of the living room, with sliding 
folding windows, enables the balcony to be thrown 
opentotheroom.

Problem Familes in Bristol. Occasional 

Papers on Eugenics No. 6. R. C. Wofinden 
{Eugenic Society and Cassell & Co. Ltd. 
1950. 2s. 6d.) 

A pamphlet which should be of general 
interest to planners and architects engaged 
on housing. 60 pages. 

It has been estimated that in England and 
Wales the total number of problem families 
is about 80,000. These families must con- 
tain about 300,000 children. Very little is 
known about how to improve the status of 
these families and this pamphlet describes a 
pilot inquiry, sponsored by the Eugenics 
Society, into the conditions of problem 
families in Bristol. This survey wa's one of 
a series, the others being made in Luton, 
Rotherham, West Riding and Kensington, 
undertaken with the object of standardizing 
a suitable procedure for a wide scale 
investigation. 

For the non-sociologist, the first chapter on

the location and housing problems of 
problem families is the most interesting. 
Just over half of Bristol’s 155 problem 


families live on Corporation housing estates 
and by official standards, overcrowding is 
not serious. Sometimes, however, over- 
crowded conditions exist because, in practice, 
family life is carried on in only one or two 
rooms of the house. One of the author’s 
conclusions is that this type of family should 
be re-housed at first in reconditioned 
property and should receive special advice 
and assistance before being allowed to move 
into a new house, alongside normal tenants.

AERODYNAMIC STABILITY 


Aerodynamic Stability of the Severn Suspen- 
sion Bridge. (Civil Engineering and Public 
Works Review, June, 1951, p. 424.) 


Model tests in wind tunnels for study of 
probable behaviour of structures under all 
kinds of wind loads. 


Originally, these tests were used in connec- 
tion with the design of aircraft. Later their 
scope was extended to cover other fields, 
including the design of buildings and 
bridges. The aerodynamic behaviour of sky- 
scraper types of structure, tall and slender 
buildings, and those of unusual shape has 
to be studied carefully. 

The results of wind-tunnel tests may often 
lead to increased safety and to economy in 
construction. (Model tests for the Skylon, 
South Bank Exhibition, indicated its stability 
in winds up to 80 miles per hour.) 

After the most suitable bridge form had 
been developed on the basis of previous test 
results, a 50-ft. long model of the proposed 
Severn pict bridge was studied. in a 
specially-designed wind tunnel at the 
National Physical Laboratory, on behalf of 
the Ministry of Transport. Under test loads 
equivalent to 250-mph winds, the models 
remained steady. 

The danger of aerodynamic instability has 
been demonstrated by the collapse of impor- 
tant structures, one of the best known 
examples being the disaster, in 1940. when 
the suspension bridge over the Tacoma 
Narrows in the USA, with a centre span of 
2.800 ft., gave way. In this case, as in others, 
the critical oscillations and twists were not 
caused by the maximum wind velocity 
(which the bridge had withstood successfully) 
but by a considerably lower wind speed, of 


only 42 miles per hour, resulting in 
“galloping” of the ‘stiffening girders and 
collapse.

author does not recommend the design show- 
ing the maximum saving of steel but claims 
that another continuous type would be the 
cheapest in the USA today. The reason for 
this is that contractors prefer to use plain 
sections without being bothered with weld- 
ing reinforcing plates to the beam flanges 
to take the negative moment; so “they 
charge about twice as much as they should 
for the reinforcing.” 

In view of the steel shortage in this 
country, the author's experience (he is said 
to have designed 1.500 welded steel build- 
ings) is of topical interest. He used to design 
his jobs twice, once for riveting, once for 
welding, sending both designs out for tender. 
Siffce the war, however, tenders for the 
welded job have always been lower, so there 
is no need to bother about a riveted design. 

‘If a builder can’t save money by welding 
it is usually because he has not paid his 
engineers to do a separate design for weld- 
ing, but has ju:t asked for welding pr ices on 
a design worked out for riveting.

AN UNUSUAL FAILURE OF LEAD SOIL 
PIPES 


The use of substitute materials, when the 
materials normally used are unobtainable, 
is a frequent source of trouble. 

A firm of architects has brought to our 
notice an unusual failure of lead pipe, result- 
ing from the use of lead as a substitute for 
cast-iron pipe fittings when these were not 
available. 

The trouble occurred at a six-storey block 
of local authority flats. One pipe drainage 
had been used, with internal stacks. The 
various connections were brought into the 
stack just above floor level (see illustration 
on the right). 


It had been intended to use cast-iron pipe 
(to LCC standard) for the whole stack but it 
was impossible, at the time, to obtain a cast- 
iron fitting with the appropriate branches. 
It was decided, therefore, to insert a length 
of 4-in. lead pipe into the stack, into which 
the connections could be made by the

plumbing sub-contractor. Jointing was by 
means of normal wiped soldered joints and 
the work was performed satisfactorily. 

The resulting stacks each consisted of 6-ft. 
lengths of cast-iron pipe, with a length of 
lead. about 3 ft. 6 in. long, in each storey. 
The stacks were supported by clips, tailed 
back into clinker concrete partitions, and 
by concrete filling round the lead pipe where 
it passed through the floors. 

The failure. which occurred to a greater 
or lesser degree throughout the job, 
appeared at first as a bulging of the lead 
pipe: the bulge increased and, finally, a 
crack appeared in the metal at the bulge. 
A length of pipe was cut out and examined. 
and it was found that there was no corrosion 
of the lead, but a pronounced embrittlement. 
The failures were, in most cases. worst in 
the lower floors, indicating that the weight 
of the stack was one of the factors causing 
the pipes to fail. 


After consultation with metallurgists 


specializing in lead, it was concluded that 
the failure was due to a combination of 
creep under load and fatigue due to alter- 
nations of stress, set up as a result of tem- 
perature changes, due to the hot water from 
bath wastes. 


The only remedy which could be suggested 
was to provide rather elaborate additional 
support to the cast-iron sections, in order 
that the lead should be relieved completely 
from the weight of the stack above. 

The lesson to be learned from this failure 
is that where, for a special reason, such as 
supply difficulties, a composite one-pipe 
stack has to be used, very special care must 
be taken in detailing, particularly with 
regard to the method of supporting the stack 
and the disposition and jointing of the 
various branches.

LIGHTING IN THE 
PARLIAMENT 


HOUSES OF 


Now that members of the House of 

Commons have left the Chamber of the 
House of Lords for their own new Chamber, 
the Lords have had carried out a general re- 
furbishing and, in particular, efforts have 
been made to improve the lighting. 


The Lords apparently were most insistent 
that the general character of the Chamber 
should be maintained and that as many as 
possible of the original fittings should be 
re-used. The Pugin lighting fittings were 
originally designed for gas lighting and had 
been modified to support clusters of bare 
40-watt lamps. In the present modified 
scheme, these lamps have been removed and 
replaced by a single 150-watt lamp in a 
Holophane prismatic reflector. This has 
improved the illumination, which now gives 
9 ft. candles on the working plane as against 
1-5 with the previous arrangement, although 
the current consumption per fitting has been 
reduced from 1.200 to 900 watts. A further 
modification is the insertion of a trumpet- 
shaped brass unit inside the fitting with 
its mouth opening outwards. This 
illuminates the painted ceiling, which had, 
in the past, appeared as little more than

CONVECTION HEATING 


The Finch organization has just published 
a catalogue of stoves and ranges describing 
a varied collection of heating and cooking 
appliances for domestic and industrial use. 
The various fittings are well illustrated and 
nearly all the photos are accompanied by 
drawings, giving the essential dimensions. 
and tables of general information about 
materials and performance, 

One fitting which I do not remember 
having seen anywhere before is the “ BT ” 
electric booster element which is _ placed 
in the opening of the warm air ducts from 
convector stoves or fires. These warm air 
ducts are normally intended to _ provide 
background heating and raise the tem- 
perature of first-floor rooms by 10 or 15 
at the most. This is quite enough to keep 
the room free of dampness, but some form 
of heating for topping-up is essential when 
the room is in use during cold weather. A 
gas or electric fire is the normal method

but this booster unit should do the same 
job most effectively and can be fitted easily. 
It is rated at 750 watts and has a spiral, 
cooker-type element, which should have a 
very long life. It is fitted in the asbestos- 
cement duct terminal, behind the ventilator 
grill. It is out of sight and it should be 
virtually impossible to damage it: while, at 
the same time, it should be impossible for 
small children to burn themselves. When 
the booster unit is switched on, it increases 
the temperature of the already pre-heated 
air to about 300 or 400° F. This air should 
have enough velocity to circulate thoroughly 
through the room. Even if the main con- 
vector appliance is not in use the booster 
should still provide a certain amount of 
heat.

The 90ft. high tower is clad on three 
sides with 32 ounce clear sheet glass, 
held in a web composed of Aluminex 
glazing bars, and horizontal weathering 
sections of standard design.

TO RUSKIN the Crystal Palace was no more than ‘a greenhouse larger than ever greenhouse was 

built’, to Tennyson the objects shown within it were ‘shapes and hues of Art divine, all of beauty, 

all of use’. Today the exhibits are considered outrageous ‘examples of the hideous and the debased’, 
but the building cannot be too highly praised; it is ‘a precept inspiring as the Parthenon, an exemplar 
vital as the Pont du Gard’. 

This complete changeabout in taste, and the contrast in the reaction to the architecture as opposed 
to the design of 1851 amongst critics of 100 years ago is as puzzling as that amongst critics of today.

What frame of mind can explain the Irish bog-oak 
chair with its two arms formed by wolf-dogs, one at ease and recumbent, the other infuriated 
and sitting up so that nobody could use the chair in comfort? In answering many such questions 
Dr Pevsner arrives at certain conclusions which go far in explaining the mentality of the mid- 
nineteenth century, not only in matters aesthetic, but also in many other matters.
